Stir in
one cupful of soft-grated cheese and
the yolks of three eggs well beaten.

o twelve minutes, and serve hot.

Corn Dumplinga,

Make a nice light biscuit dough and
form it into small, thin rounds, just
large enough to hold a heaping tea-
spoonful of corn, seasoned to taste;

ronnd dumplings. Corn previously
rooked on the ear Is easler to use than
fresh, unless the latter is well drained,
as the milk of the corn makes the
cloging of the dumplings difficult.

Good Layer Cake.

Cream a pint of powdered sugar
with a cup of butter, add the well-beat-
en yolks of nine eggs and beat stead-
ily for five minntes. Stir in a tea-
gpoonful of baking soda, dissolved in
a tablespoonful of boiling water, add
the grated rind of an orange and the
strained juice of two lemons. Last of
all, fold in lizhtly two cups of flour or
enough to make a good batter. Bake

INTIMATION AT ST. PETERTBURG
OF SPREAD OF WAR.

Investments in Russian Funds and En-
terprises C ose 1o Two Bill-

lons—Growing Saspicion
of Great Britain,

ST. PETERSRURG.—There is a
growing beliel bere that ap uoder-
standing exists between Russia and
Germany relative to the develop-
wents of the war, aod the diploma-
tists are giving m re atteption to
the likelihocd of other powers be-
coming involved. Frauoce's enormous
tinanciali jovistments in Russiano
funds and enterprises 4re estimated
at clcse to £2,000,000 000, and it is
leared in case of Russian reverses,
which might threaten the empire,
France may be compelied to go tu
the supponrt of her ally. There are
suspicions of the motive of Great
Britain here of a character 1o cause
zomplictaious in that direction.

It 18 strongly inrimated that the
return of the Russian ambas.ador at
London, Count Benckendorff, to St.
Petersburg, was not s.lely to bid
farewell to his sou. previous to the
latter’s departure for the far east
with his reeiment, but that it w:s
all so to consult with the Russian
foreign office relative to the Britaio
expedition to Thibet.

The Russian government Is angry
it the language used by Fo eien
Minpister Lansdowne as printed in the
recent British blue book on the sub-
ject of Thnibet, and Ambassador
Benckendorff may receive instruction
to reply in Kind if exchanges on the
inbject continue.

The conditions in the Bulkans are
al<o considered extremely critical
and altogether lhe diplymats feel
that if the danger of a general con-
flagration is to be avoided every
epnergy should be directed not on!ly
tc limiting the sphere of operations,,
but toward an attempt at mediation.’
They are discussing the subject with
preat seriousness,

It is not believed that Rnssia will
te disposed, while smarting under
the humiliation of defeat, to acchIﬁ]
intervention, but ouce decisive
victory is achieved, the diploma's
are inelined to belicve that owing to
the czar's sincere aversion to war
he will welcome good offices.

ST. PETERSBURG. —'I'ne wildest
rumors have been aflvat here re-
:arding a reported Japaovese rep s
at Port Arthur, but up to miduiglit
nuthing ofticial could be learned.

It is repoited, un ftlicially, that
the Japanese while attempting to
land at Pigeon bay lost two cruisers
and two Lransp:rts,

Reports of a Russian viceory at
Port Arthur were current late yes-
terday afternvon aond abuut midnight
Liley seemed to bave been definitely
contirmed; but, in the absence of an
uificial appoouncement, at which is
tomeuterily expected, the sturies
of the descriptions of this victory
were gonflicting avd coofusiog.

Oue report was that the Japanesa
had attempted to bottle up Admiral
Stura’s fleet in Fort Arthur by
sinking two stopne laden vessels at
the entrance of the harbor, employ-
lug the tactics which were at-
lewpted by the American pavy with
be Meriimac at Santiago, Cuba,
durlng the Spapish war.

According to this action two mer-
chant ships appeared off Port Arthur
with a Japaucese fleet osteusibly in

wisuit. The Russians suspected a
tuse avd their ships steamed out,
sank the two vessels, which were
stlone luden, engaged and defeated
lLe enemy, and drove them off. Re-
p rts of the loss iuflicted are con-
ficting.

Rumors of this victory were spread
far and wide over St. Petersburg
during the early part of the evenirg
ind the crowds which had gathercd
In Lbhe sireets, in sSpite of the severe

eold, to discuss the news, were
greatly  execited. One newspaper
printed an exrtra, relating the

victory based on a meager telegram
from Londun, but as the night wore
oun without oftiecial contirmation, the
ciowds disappeared, except from
arour.d the newspaper otfices. These
remaiped thronged about Lhe otlices,
re-olved to await the cofficial an
pouncemeut.

News of the victory was accom-
panied by two stories. One w S8
th v after the first decisive Russian
victory the emp-ror would uoffer
peace, while the otbher story stated
that Japan bad depo-ed the emperor
tf lsorea and formetly ann 'x d Kurea.
